The Indian Reserves- 

Wo m;ilco room this morning for a 
communication from the Rev'. J.J B. 
Good, of Lytton. Every man is on- 
titled to liis own opinion; but we con- 
fess that Mr. Good has failed to ad- 
vance anything calculated in the least 
to alter ours. The importance of keep- 
ing faith with the Indians in respect of 
any promises or treaties that may be 
made by the Government will be ad- 
mitted on all hands, and wo are not 
disposed to dispute the existence of 
of instances of irregularities and 
bad faith in past dealings with 
the nativo tribes, as well j as 
WITH THE WHITE settlers ; but any ex- 
pression of opinion or statement of fact 
in that direction can hardly be con- 
sidered as bearing upon the subj ect 
of the article to which Mr. Good's 
letter seems to have been intended as 
a refutation. It will bo remembered 
that the Dominion Government hav- 
ing, decided that the quantity of laud 
to bo set apart for each family shall be 
eighty acres, we took exception to the 
area as being altogether too great, — 
that it was more than had hitherto been 
given, more than the Treaty of Union 
called for, more than it was in the in- 
terest of settlement to givo, more than 
it was in tho interest of the Indian to 
receive. On each of these several 
points we advanced evidence and argu- 
ments which were at least satisfactory 
to ourselves. If thoy were not satis- 
factory to Mr. Good wo are sorry for 
it, — the more so because we desire lo].e- 
cognrzetue Christian and philanthropic 
work in which he is so earnestly en- 
gaged. Tho opportunities enjoyed 
by our correspondent should entitle 
any opinions he may express upon the 
subject of Iudian character and worth 
to considerable weight; but when he 
asserts that in many parts of the Pro- 
vince the Indians are, man for man, 
no less valuable than the whites, the 
most charitable conclusion seems to be 
that enthusiasm in the good work in 
which he is engaged has led him a 
little too far. As for the prediction 
be has ventured to make about the re- 
lative value of the two races twenty 
years hence, that may well be allowed 
to go, as most modern prophecies do, 
for what it is worth; but many people 
incline to the belief that the Bed man 
shall have well nigh disappeared about 
that time. We yield to none, not even 
to our correspondent, in a desire to 
see the wants and interests of the ab- 
origines properly guarded; but wo are 
averse to seeing sentimental and strain- 
ed notions of Indian rights and worth 
stand in the way of civilized settlement 
and well-being. We must be just to 
the one race without being unjust to the 
other. 



The Map Business- 

In last impression allusion was made to 
tho extraordinary expedient hit upon by 
tho Government to make their organ less 
obnoxious to tho people — accompanying 
each copy with a map, on tho principle of 
sugar-coated pills. Our contemporary 
replies by stating that a precedent for 
this, is to bo found in tho history of The 
Colonist, when, somo years ago, a tax 
list, printed in tho office of this journal, 
was distributed with it. This may bo true, 
although wo have no recollection of tho 
circumstanco; but what can that have to 
do with tho present case ? Tho maps in 
question wero printed at San Francisco, 
at great expense to tho public; and for the 
Government to send them to the Stamlard 
office in order that they might be deliver- 
ed in the uame and on account of that />«/;«;• 
is an act for which wo venture to *say no 
precedent can bo found. The map itself 
is littlo better than a fraud and worthless, 
inasmuch as it does not distinguish be- 
tween the lots to be sold on tho 80th and 
others. It has been suggested to us that 
thonext step of the Government will be to 
procure a supply of Bering-machines in 
order that one may be given with each 
copy of their organ*. The sewing-machine, 
■would at least possess tho merit of being 
useful; but tho Government will resort to 
such expedients in vain. It'n like apply- 
ing a galvanic battery to a corpse. It may 
move it for the instant, but it can never 
make it live. In truth, it will only serve 
to accelerate inevitable dissolution; for an 
Intelligent public will not fail rightly to 
interpreto such extraordinary doings. 
Pooplo are beginning to think it would be 
much more economical, certainly it would 
bo less open to objection, to pay tho patri- 
otic Premier a fixed salary than tobo thus 
plundering tho Treasury through his or- 
gan. Let any ono look at tho columns of 
trash which nobody would over think of 
reading, crowded into its pages in the 
name of Government advertisements, and 
say if "plundering" is too strong an ex- 
pression.

Both spoke at considera- 
ble length, the substance of their remarks 
being that tho recent election having been 
decided against them tho bonds of tho 
company aro not now saleable in tho East 
and in Europe.

Indian Reserves 

Editor Colonist. — Referring to your 
article headed "Indian Reserves" in your 
weekly of Aug. 3d, I trust that notwith- 
standing! feel conscientiously boundpuh- 
licly to join issuo with you relative to the 
whole tenor of your remarks, you will, 
as willing to hear the other side, grant me 
the favour of publishing this in a future 
number of your paper and also consider 
it worth your while to reconsider tho 
question in tho light that I will now sook 
to throw upon it from my stand-point. 

And, first, it is conveniently forgotten 
that the liberal Indian -Policy enunciated 
and promulgated by Sir James Douglas 
in the Queen's name, upou the first assem- 
bling of the Legislature at Now Westmin- 
ster in 1865, by which our native popula- 
tion was allowed to preempt land and re- 
cord wutor on complying with tho same 
requirements as tho white immigrant — 
was subsequently rescinded by a local As- 
sembly in Victoria, in which tho Indian 
had neither voice nor advocate; — and thus 
tho Magna Charta of bis assumed rights 
was gradually expunged, 

Secondly, when it was determined to 
cut down Resorvos already held by 
the Indians under tho sign manual o'f 
these doputedby authority, no compensa- 
tion was offered as satisfaction for tho ori- 
ginal error of their having presumably 
obtained more than thoy required ; but 
the reductions wero effected arbitrarily, 
and those so deprived had to put u\> with 
tho loss as best thoy could. 

In tho third place, no recognition of 
tho Native title to tho Laud of British 
Columbia has been allowed ; and, in the 
fourth, in calling upon the peoplo of any 
tribo liko, e.g.. those of Nicola Valley to 
select tho future solo inheritance and givo 
up all beside for white occupation. No- 
thing whs offered as compensation for 
surrendering theirold settlements.abodos, 
garden patches and improvements, but 
they must get up and forsnko one and all 
and transfer themselves and all they had 
at their own expense to tho now location, 
and see their old homo-sites immediately 
taken up by tho incoming settler. 

Fifthly, wo aro bold to maintain that 
tho Indian with his family is in many 
parts of this Province as worth much 
respectively to tho Government and to 
the trailing community as the poororemi- 
grnnt's family from the mother countries, 
and in twenty years from now will be ca- 
pable of undertaking and managing twice 
as much as his white compeer, whilst his 
civilized wants will be in equal proportion. 

And sixthly, it must be borne in mind 
that land in ono part of tho Province has 
an utterly different vnluo to that which 
may bo available for use and requirements 
in another part. 

Thus eighty acres of land in parts where 
irrigation is a necessity in the absence of 
a plentiful supply of water might not bo 
equrl in practical value to ono of good 
soil needing no assistance. Also, tho In- 
dian with herds would require different 
surroundings from tho Indian whoso 
wealth was in tho sea. 

Thus much, then, by way of preliminary 
observation. Lot mo now educe one glar- 
ing instance out of many cases of long 
suffering wrong I am at any timo pre- 
pared to furnish to. What kind of liberal 
policy has hitherto been pursued, as a 
proof that our Indians have good grounds 
for dissatisfaction with tho provision jus 
yet assigned them. Tho Nicola Indians 
with their friends number some 300 
souls, and of which over 120 are children 
under ton years of ago. This branch of 
our Thompson speaking peoplo possessed 
ono of the finest valleys in tho Province, 
had not loss than 500 horses and fifty 
head of cattle, and were living in different 
parts of tho valley when tho tide of im- 
migration set in their way, and, in lieu of 
their once magnificent range of country, 
somo 900 acres in a now spot wero given 
them as their future inheritance, on which 
they wore instructed to reside and to 
which thoy wero henceforth to confine 
their improvements nnd operations. Tho 
old homes were to bo abandoned nnd 
whoro, as in ono flagrant case, a family 
had settled down, cleared and fenced 
somo 80 acres, and, with money in their 
hands had sought for two years success- 
ively to obtain permission to pre-empt, 
their application was refusod and them- 
selves required to abandon tho chum, 
which was immediately token up by an 
European in accordance with tho govern- 
mental proclamation. 

Hero, then, wo havo 300 Indians, rich 
and increasing, who aro able to pu rclin.no 
ploughs, &0.. and uso them too, restricted 
to just as much land as one white settler with 
two nons of age can take up and hold for 
themselves and theirs; and yet our boasted 
liberal Indian policy! What would tho 
vordiot hoof any onlightonod Btatosman 
in Canada or England or any other coun- 



try if tho facts above stated wore sub- 
mitted to his decision? Tho argument 
that the Indians do not and will not use 
their reserves is based on tho ignorance 
of the Indians' real capabilities, longings 
and actual achievements. Let him re- 
ceive the help' and encouragement his 
more favored brothers on tho Eastern 
side of the Rocky 's enjoy and wo should 
soon cease to hear such nousonso uttered 
as that tho Indians never can- nor 
will appreciate that which wo find su con- 
ducive to our temporal ad vantage and 
enjoyment. J. B. Good.

LAST MGHrSJJISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Sept. 13 — Dispatches received 
at the Admiralty office from the Com- 
mander of the British steam sloop Da- 
phine announcing Die capture in tho In- 
dian Ocean, near Seychette Islands, of a 
slave ship, upon which there had boon 
horrible suffering. Small pox had raged 
on the ship and out of 300 slaves taken 
on board 250 died. The romaining fifty 
wore terribly emaciated from disease 
and want. 

Madrid, Sept. 13— A report is current 
that Deputy Golvt'ss has placed crows, 
numbering in nil 1000, upon tho frigate 
Numaucia and steamers Fernando and 
Elcntezo, and that these vessels have sail- 
ed from Cartagena for Torrigina. The 
garrison made another sortie from Carta- 
gena yesterday mid J mot with more 
success than tho day before. They cap- 
tared a number of mules and several 
pieces of artillery and burned the facines 
of the works of the Government forces. 
Various bodies of Republican troops in 
tho North aro about to take united action 
against tho Oarlists. 

Late intelligence from thesoeno of tho 
accident yesterday to tho express train 
from Vittoria to Madrid shows that the 
disaster is far moro serious than at first 
announced. Tho number of killed was 
17 and the number of wounded 70. 
Scarcely a person on the train escaped 
uninjured. 

Canada 

Halifax, Sept. 13— Additional advices 
of tho recent disastrous gale have boen 
received from Brookley. A schooner 
wont down off Mngdalena Islands. All 
onboard, 12 in number, were lost. The 
bodies of the officers and crow of the brig 
Ellen were found in the wreck. A coai- 
laden schooner with 5 persons on board 
wont down off Devil's Island. On the 
ship Satio.laden with pine lumber at Port 
Rich, wreckers were apparently endeavor- 
ing to do all damage possible. Thoy even 
threaten to kill tho crew of tho Govern- 
ment schooner guarding vessels. Bodies 
are daily washed upon tho beech. 



Eastern States- 

New York, Sept. 13— Prof. Donaldson, 
who was to havo sailed for Europo yes- 
terday in tho Graphic balloon, says that, 
immediately upon the collapse of tho 1st 
experiment Goodsell, offered to begin nt 
onco tho construction of a new balloon of 
silk provided Donaldson would engage to 
make his European trip in it. Tho offer 
was accepted, and the balloon will proba- 
bly bo ready for him about tho middle of 
Octobor. The car, life boat and instru- 
ments, which had boon already provided, 
will bo used. Prof. Wiso publishos a 
card defending tho theory of the western 
air current nnd giving his readincs to 
start for Europe at any timo in tho air- 
tight silk balloon. He censures the at- 
tempts to turn a great scientific experi- 
ment into a money-getting affair. 

Tho President, on the 10th inst., accept- 
ed -10 miles of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road in Washington Territory, recently 
examined by tho U. S. Commissioner. 
Maps wero sontto tho General Laud Office 
with instructions to tuko proper action 
with regard to the laud grant.

The Daily British Colonist (B.C.) of the 
10th inst. directs attention to what it very 
properly calls the "suicidal imports'' into 
British Columbia for tho year ending 30th 
Juno, 1873. According to the returns 
recently published, us much as §446,- 
007 08 were during the past year paid for 
supplies which ought to have been raised 
in tho colony itself. As much as £150,- 
000 of this largo sum went for animal 
food, chiefly beef anil mutton, while the 
rest were expended on imported articles 
of farm and dairy produce, such as Hour, 
§1 1-1,000; cereals. 830,000; hay, §12,817; 
vegetables, §4,870; butter* 815,7.80; 
cheese, $0,100; lard and tallow, 813,955; 
and so forth. This is certainly snprising! 
It indicates very decidedly that there 
must be a good market in tho colony, else 
it would not pay to import from a distance 
so much of different kinds of provisions. 
So far the colony must be prospering, as 
wo believe it is, and further, the great 
majority of the people must think that 
they can find moro profitable modes of 
making a living than by farming. We 
should gladly believe that such is the 
fact, but from what the Colonist says we 
greatly doubt if it is. Tho regulations 
about land, and the encouragements to 
farming, are, we fear, not what they 
ought to bo. It would seem as if Van- 
couver's Island were practically shut up 
altogether, while the delta of the 1'raser is 
either surrendered to "land sharks" or in 
danger of being so. It is a thousand pities if 
anything like what is hinted at has taken 
place. Both tho mineral and agricultural 
resources of the Province are altogether 
incalculable. No doubt it is thought by 
many that British Columbia can never 
become a great farming country, but we 
arc convinced that this is a mistake. Of 
course thero are extensive mountain re- 
gions that never can bo made of uso for 
agricultural purposes, but the valleys 
along tho rivers aro extensive and fertile, 
with a fine clinfate, and the raw material 
for other industries on every side. The 
same thing is true of Vancouver's Island, 
and even moro so, while in it, as every 
ono knows, there aro the extensive strata 
of coal which are destined to make that 
island by-and-by tho Great Britain of tho 
Northern Pacific. Altogether, wo should 
think British Columbia as inviting a field 
for tho enterprising farmer as is presented 
in any part of Canada. 

As far as tho internal arrangements of 
the Province aro concerned, wo aro pleas- 
to seo that tho Colonist insists upon 
greater encouragement being given to 
farmers to settlo in tho country. All that 
is required for that object is to give 
moderately fair play to those who are al- 
ready thero or who may bo induced to 
coma. Let farming binds be opened up 
for free grants; roads must be opened to 
give facilities for marketing, and the home- 
stead law should he brought into operation. 
If this were done, and if it wero not per- 
mitted to anyone to lock up lands in un- 
productiveness with a view to a "rise" 
from tho industry of others; with actual 
settlement indispensible, or ho. ivy taxes 
on non-rosidents, we feel sure that in a 
very few years British Columbia would 
raiso far moro of all kinds of provisions 
than her greatly increased population 
conhl consume. Land speculators hare 
been the curse of every neighborhood ami 
country where they hare found a foottng. 
Tho sooner they are rooted out of British 
Columbia tho bettor. Tho Province has 
a greatfuturo before her. Her favorable 
position, the extent and richness of hor 
mines and forests, her fiuo cli- 
mates, her largo stretches of fertile soil, 
her fisheries, and her great opportunities 
of securing a iargo share of -the traffic of 
two continents all point tc a grand career 
if tho peoplo aio only true to themselves. 



Dominion Mail Summary. 

The now Inspection Act comes into 
op iration right away, and His Excellency 
tho Governor-General has, by an Order 
Council, designated tho following cities: 
Quebec and Montreal, in the Province of 
Quebec; Toronto, Kingston, Hamilton, 
London and Ottawa, in tho Province of" 
Ontario; St. John in the Province of New 
Brunswick, and Halifax in tho Province 
of Nova Scotia, as cities for which In- 
spectors of tho following Canadian pro- 
ductions are to be appointed, viz: — Flour 
and meal, wheat and other grains, beef 
and pork, potashes nnd pearl ashes, pickl- 
ed fish and fish oil, butter, leather and 
raw hides and petroleum. 

According to the Auditor's returns un- 
dor date Aug. 211. the Dominion notes in 
circulation amounted to 811,002,088 and 
specie $2,492,092; debentures held, S7,- 
200,000; certificates of deposit, §1,370,805. 

Tho Postofficc Savings Bank Deposits 
for tho month of July, 1873, amount to 
8203,015. The balance in tho hands of 
the Receiver-General for 30th Juno, 1873, 
was §3,207,051 57. 

Tho Montreal Herald says, "Sir John 
A. Maodonald, besides the aets for per- 
mitting Committees of the Senate to ad- 
minister oaths in cases of divorce, and 
the Ontario Statute, has himself assented 
to a Siatuto of Quebeo, which gives a Pro- 
vincial Legislature the power denied to 
the Dominion Parliament.'

The Chairman ordered a telegram be sent 
to him at once. 

Sir Francis Hincks was next called, 
and was requested to read the let ters that 
had passed between him and Beattv, of 
Toronto, that they might be appended to 
his evidence. Tho Court then adjourned. 
^ ^ Un il three p, si. Hinks read the letters. 
They wero very long, and wero relative 
to a period when Beatty was in negotia- 
tion with Sir Francis on behalf of Ameri- 
can capitalists. 

The afternoon and ovoning was occu- 
pied in reading the evidence of Sir Fran- 
cis. Hincks, in answer to a question, 
said he had never heard of nnv proposi- 
tion to give a charter to the 'Company, 
and it was never contemplated by tho 
Government until the attempts nt amalga- 
mation had failed. The Commission then 
adjourned until to-morrow.

1. The said Commissioner shall subject to tho ap- 
proval and control of the Mayor and Council aforesaid, 
design, construct, build, purchase, improve, hold and 
gem rally maintain, manage and conduct, "Waterworks 
and all buildings, matters, machinery and appliances 
therewith connected or necessary thereto, for the pur- 
pose of conducting a sullicleut quantity of pure and 
wholesome water from Elk Lake and Beaver Lake to 
the adjacent City of Victoria for the use of the inhabl- 
tents thereof, and shall examine, consider and decide 
upon all matters relative thereto. 

2. The said Commissioner shall keep separate books 
and accounts of the receipts and disbursements for or
